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In January Randall Henderson, 
publisher of the Calexico Chronicle 
and a lover of the desert country, 
sent me several fruits and a section 
of the leaf stem of a palm tree, he 
collected south of the Mexican bor­ 
der. He asked if I could help in 
the identification of this palm which 
I started at once to do but ran into 
difficulties immediately. A diligent 
search of the palm literature I pos­ 
sess revealed nothing of this palm 
and I began to appreciate the fact 
that a comprehensive survey of the 
palms of North America dogs not 
exist. 
But interest in natural history 
is as much in not knowing the 
answers as knowing them. It is 
the unknown to be tracked 
down rather than the known 
that lends interest to the fas­ 
cinating investigation of the des­ 
ert flora. If one knew all the 
answers work would be fright­ 
fully dull. To help keep interest 
alive, a palm tree in a mountain 
canyon in Sonora presents itself 
for identification. The palm 
fruits and the leaf section start­ 
ed me on an extended search 
that is not ended or is likely to 
be for some time. 
When it became apparent that my 
library contained no information of 
this particular palm I consulted 
Theodore Zrschokke, Sr., who has Democrats such as 
had an extensive experience with the 
subtropical species. He was unable 
to give any definite information but 
made several helpful suggestions as 
to the genus of the palm. At the 
Citrus Experimental Station, Mr. 
Caryl referred me to Mr. J. Harri­ 
son Wright of Riverside as an au­ 
thority on native palms. Mr. Wright

The 
species growing in his private gar­ 
den. He examined the fruit, seed, 
and leaf stem but did not know the 
identity of the plam. We consulted 
Bailey's "Hortus," a standard refer­ 
ence book that lists many native 
palms of North America but the 
characteristics of this palm did not 
fit any of the descriptions. 
Professor Bailey is a world 
famous horticulturist and botan­ 
ist. He is an elderly man and 
is at present rushing through 
his work upon the native palms 
before he becomes unable to 
continue the strenuous work of 
investigation in the field. Mr. 
Wright forwarded the fruit and 
leaf stem to Professor Bailey 
and word conies back that even 
Professor Bailey is puzzled as to 
the identity of the palm and 
writes that he wishes to visit 
the tree in Mexico to gain first 
hand information. He is now­ 
on his way to Old Mexico to 
carry on further studies in the 
Sonora district and plans to 
make a special trip to the moun­ 
tain canyon from which the 
fruits and leaf stem were col­ 
lected. 
So there we are. The problem is 
sufficiently interesting to the leading 
American authority for him to take 
seve’ral days of his valuable time to 
look into the identity of the palm. 
Randall Henderson is the publisher 
of one of the best newspapers in 
the state; he also ambles about the 
desert, poking here, poking there, for 
much the same reason I suspect that 
a chicken crosses the road but now 
after this palm incident I must take 
an entirely different view of his des­ 
ert activities. Anyway he said that 
he might send me plants to identify 
but I never expected he would send 
a problem such as this palm. I hope 
more like it turn up. 
Mr. Wright gave me a palm 
seed to plant. This seed has an 
interesting and unusual history. 
Many years ago while Califor­ 
nia was still a new country a 
prospector, during a Mexican 
trip, collected some round mar­ 
ble-like seeds which he gave to 
a nursery man in San Francisco. 
The nurseryman planted the 
seeds which germinated and 
grew into palm trees. No one 
seemed to know of their native 
habitat in Mexico and an exten­ 
sive search has never revealed 
the location in Mexico where 
the seeds were collected by the 
prospector. He probably found 
them in some out of the way 
canyon that has escaped the no­ 
tice of the botanists.

Well, mates, here’s liis picture. It 
isn’t a wire photo, as the metropolitan 
papers have it. Maybe it’s a barbed 
wire photo. 
Tourists in Palm Springs may think 
they are living in a man-made world; 
yet only a few miles from the village 
there are bighorn sheep. They are 
the last of the survivors. Through 
centuries they have defied the devices 
of extinction as practiced by man. 
in this locality the bighorn range 
the rocky slopes of the San Jacintos. 
They climb to dizzy heights on the 
eastern slopes of the mountain over­ 
looking Palm Springs. The California 
Fish and Game Commission has quite 
an accurate estimate of the number 
of mountain lion and deer in the San 
Jacintos, but the Commission has no 
check on the number of mountain 
sheep in this region. Because, you 
see, the bighorn is a crafty animal and 
refused to be checked on. Just so, 
he refuses to be checked out by way 
of the white man’s rifle. 
A dozen sheep may sometimes be 
seen, on a calm evening, on the ridges, 
leading down to the valley of La 
Quinta. If you have a quick eye you 
may get a fleeting glimpse of them; 
provided, however that the wind does 
not blow the presence of any human 
into their nostrils. 
The mountain sheep Is wise. It de­ 
fies the craftiness of man and beast 
alike. It hides among the rocky crags, 
away up yonder in inaccessible can­ 
yons, by day, and goes browsing at 
dusk. 
Its flesh is toothsome; some deni­ 
zens of the desert of the earlier days 
say that its meat is better than veni­ 
son, having the flavor of mutton. 
Just a guess would say that there 
are 100 mountain sheep to the west, 
within a 20-mile radius, in the Palm 
Springs locality. You may get a 
glimpse of them some evening if you 


are on the west brink of Coachella 
Valley at dusk. If you do, it will mean 
that you have shut your motor off. 
The purr of the motor is not music 
to the bighorn. You may think he 
doesn’t know automobiles, but he does 
know, and realizes that motor cars 
are tilled witli dynamite for all sorts 
of wild life. 
Some years ago, early one morning, 
a dozen mountain sheep were sighted 
by a traveler as the wary animals
